II. Again, let me remark that 
this rule of non'conformity applies 
to politic*. I am aware that I am 
htf^ reading on boggy ground. But 
I tb ik that I shall maka a safe pa*- 
aage. 

There are tboso who sty that a 
minister of the Gospel baa no right 
to preach politico. If by politics is 
meant partisan politic*, I agree with 
Tin. minister who 


my political thinking. But there is 
but one safe rule to follow in the ex¬ 
ercise of the duties of citirenehip. 
That rule is Paul’s rule—“Be not 
conformed to this world." Christ 
puts the matter in another way— 
“He that is not with me, is against 
me." It these two sentences do not 
apply to politics, then politics must 
bs something altogether unique, 
something of which there is no like- 
oeas in the heavens above, or in tho 
earth beneath, or in the waters un¬ 
der the earth! 

III. Again, let me reronrk that 
this rule of non-conformity applies 
to social mages.

wears the chains of a suite’s prison. 
Jo flashes of gladness in tho eyes of 
such, no buoyancy of spirits, no 
lightness of step. Religion is to 
them a bitter pill Uiat must needs 
be swallowed with a wry face. It 
is the want of religion that makes 
such specimens of Christianity mis* 
erable. Their hearts are not in the 
service of God. They are sheep 
that browse along the w«,jdy paths 
that lie outside the rich pastures of 
Christian living. They are out of 
touch with Christ. The real Chris¬ 
tian Is one who knows what true 
joy is, that joy bubbling up within 
jhis soul, and outflowing in his life 
jsa Heaven-kissed streumr. 

Vi bat, then, is the meaning of 
uon-cunformity to the world con¬ 
cerning pleasure? It is that all sin- 
:‘n! |ilt, 2 sures must be foregone by 
!ho Curistian, such pleasures as be¬ 
long Jiotlnctively to the world, and 
which the world itself understands 
to be iu own particular property, 
having exclusive rights in the Mat 
ter. The people of this wo.U have 
themselves naught but contempt for 
the so-called Christian who enters 
into worldly amusements with the 
samo test as they do; No dying 
man or womau of the world wants 
that kir.d of a Christian at the bed¬ 
side. Hat would be the blind lead¬ 
ing the blind. What does a dnne- 
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India with her "coral strands" and 
teeming population Is n great religious 
battleground. Uere Itrahnmnlsin aid 
Buddhism had their birth, rind Mo- 
hammedlstn was Introduced as a re¬ 
sult of tho Invasion pml gradual con¬ 
quest of almost the entire country by 
tho Arabs, vrhlcu begun nliout lux.) 
A, D. In no other laud have the evil 
effects of these so called religions been 
more evident, Tho ca.-le system of 
Brahmanism tins been fully developed. 
Idolatry la practiced in Its grossest 
forms, and tho evidences of the hope¬ 
lessness of Buddhism are seen on 
every hand. No moro revolting ro- 
liglous practices were ever developed 
than tho sacrltlco of tho lives of In¬ 
fants by casting them Into tho Unttges 
river and tho horrurs of tho Jugger¬ 
naut aud tho sottee, and no darker 
life la Imaginable than that of tho 
millions of child widows In India. It 
la true that theso conditions have been 
greatly changed under thu supremacy 
of England In Indln, cad yet It Is still 
true that—

Bartholomew, ono of tho twclvo 
apostles. Is said to Imve preached In 
India, but this Is mere tradition. Wo 
do know, however, that Christianity 
was Introduced Into Indln at least as 
early ns tho second Christian century, 
ludlnu merchants visited Egypt to 
•ell tbclr silks and pearls and learned 
of the Saviour. Through their efforts 
Pnntacmus, who is supposed to ho tho 
Orst Christian missionary to India, 
wan cent to teach the Indians of 
Christ. A numt. r of Sy "lan Chris¬ 
tians settled In India In the fourth 
century. Francis Xnvter visited south 
India In the sixteenth century, and 
many Hindus beenmo Christians. 
Protestant missionaries reached Tran- 
quebar in 1700, but missions In Ben¬ 
gal were not f; irly commenced till 
William Carry, "the consecrated cob¬ 
bler." begiD his work In 1800. The

mans 12:2. 

It is my intention, the Lord help¬ 
ing me, to pieach n plain, pungent, 
practical sermon. Like «• rattle- 
anake coiled to Hiring und sting, 1 
give fair warning of what I an? n- 
bout to do. But there the resem¬ 
blance between me and a rattlesnake 
ends. My sermonio thoughts have 
been gathered together not to cause 
poisonous pain, hut in the spirit of 
love, that love the love of a shep¬ 
herd for the sheep under his edre, 

“Be not conformed to this world." 
Whooe pen wrote that sentence? 
Thoce who do not understand the 
joyous nature of a life in tune with 
the holiness of God may imagine 
that these are ihe words of one 
whose brow must have been always 
puckered into n frown. The com¬ 
mon impression is that if one does 
wlmt Paul here does, draws a sharp 
dividing line between Christianity 
and worldlinres, he is a man with a 
sour mind, all his thoughts having 
turned to vinegar. But I want you 


But he joins that ex¬ 
portation with something else, add¬ 
ing to it, “fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord.V That brings out the 
thought I have in mind. The Chris¬ 
tian should conduct his business in 
the fear of God, not after the man¬ 
ner of those who kiiujr not God and 
keep pot His commandments. In 
other words, llie Christian is to car¬ 
ry the principles of bis religion into, 
every form of business In which he 
is occupied. 
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not called upon to show an 
singularity in his mode of life. At 
the same time, Chrintiane are not 
to blindly follow the kubiqps of this 
world, aa such fashions have to do 
with membership in human sor’^y. 
I can see no harm in wearing fine 
clothing, provided that tbote who 
wear it are abl.-i to pay for whut they 
wear, and are not proud and vain¬ 
glorious. Dishonesty and pride anil 
vanity are sinful always, no matter 
what apparel shelters them. Nei¬ 
ther can I see any harm in being 
polite, provided that the politeness 
manifested ie eincere. But there 
are Chriatiau men and women who 
are worshippers of broadcloths and 
So are there 


such persons,

But what is :he significance of the 
word politics? It has to do with 
oitixensbip. Therefore, I repeat, 
this rule of non-coufonnlty applies 
to politics.

They 
say to the minister, “Oh, talk to ua 
about Heavehl Give us spiritual 
bonbons from your dthk.

But that 
minister who heiis such voices be¬ 
trays bis trust The Gospel is not 
a showcase; it is an armory into 
whiob we go for weapons in a holy 
warfare.

What is a Christian? • He is a clt- 
ixen of Heaven. Therefore it nooee-

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Religion and business 
are not to be kept in separate buck- 
eta. They are fo be mixed together. 

Now, it Is a well-knowu fact that 
the world is not strictly upright fa 
its methods of business. There are 
certain practices in the conduct of 
worldly business that will not bear 
the aorutiny of God. What fleecing 
of unwary sheep by aharperal What 
lying advertisements in the news 
papers 1 What misrepresentations of 
goodsonshelveaand counters! What 
promises made and never kept! 
What debts Incurred and lever paid! 
What failures of individuals and 
firms in which a small percentage of 
money is turned over to llm credi¬ 
tors, Ihose'wlio fail retiring with a 
full purse, thus classing themselves 
with thioves, their self-chosen prison 
a mansion of brown stone or mar- 
blot 

“But," Bays some one, “this is 
•lie way of the.world." That, how¬ 
ever, is the very point.

The words of tho text were origi¬ 
nally addressed to Christians. Con¬ 
taining a broad and general rule of 
conduct for those Roman children of 
God, they are applicable to the 
Christians of the present day. A 
trumpet blast Miey are that calls to 
a life of pronounced righteousness, 
without which life no man, no wo¬ 
man, no child shall see the Lord. 

What does ihe Apostle mean 
when he Bays, “Be not conformed 
to this world?” To conform any¬ 
thing to something else is to shape 
it like that other thing, or to make 
it resemble ita pattern. That is ex¬ 
actly the significance of the Greek 
word here rendered “conformed." 


gelio oratorio. The text is not a 
yawning pit that would swallow all 
that is winsome and pleasurable and 
glorious in life; it is a shining height 
up which you and I may climb to

When Paul wrote the 
text, he wrote it under the inspira¬ 
tion of tho Holy Spirit, the Holy 
Spirit dictating the sentence.
